Anti-Saloon League of America in Thirty-Year Ju­ 
bilee Convention-Reception at White House De­ 
livers Pledge of Loyalty-Sheppard Says Prohibi­ 
tion a Success.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.— Today, the fourth anniversary 
of the Eighteenth amendment, was celebrated by a thirty-year 
jubilee convention of the Anti-Saloon League of America, with

White House to deliver a pledge of loyalty to prohibition and 
to the Constitution to President Coolidge. Senator Morris Shep­ 
pard of Texas contended that “Prohibition in the United States 
is both permanent and a success” declaring that American con­ 
sumption of intoxicants has slumped 80 or 90 per cent since the 
advent of national prohibition.
